METROPOLITAN OPER 


Famous Contralto Joins Alda 
and Galli-Curci in 
Resignation. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—(/)—Mar- 
garet Matzenauer, for 19 years a 
leading contralto of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, announced today that 
she will not return to the Metropoli- 
tan next season. 

She appeared at the Metropolitan 
Wednesday evening for the last time, 
singing the role ef Amneris in “Aida.” 
At her own request, she said, the 
management made no announcement 
that it was her farewell performance. 

“Madame Matzenauer’s decision not 
to accept a_ renewal of her contract 
with the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany,’ read a statement given out 
by her attorney, “was due to her de- 
sire to have greater opportunity for 
her artistic activities in concert and 
oratorio and because of the lack of 
opportunity given by the Metropoli- 
tan organization to her to sing from 
her very large repertoire the roles 
which she has made famous both in 
Europe and in America.” 

The statement added that she al- 
ready had received offers to appear 
in grand opera in this country and 
abroad and in sound motion pictures. 

Madame Matzenauer is the third of 
the Metropolitan's leading singers. to 
leave the organization this year.

The police power inheres in the 
state for the purpose of preserving 
its authority, enforcing its. laws, 
and defending the rights of its peo- 
ple to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness through the lawful ac- 
quirement and use of their prop- 
erty.

Meaning of 
Paris. 

A Rumanian savant, M. Oswald 
Neuschetz, has discovered the mean- 
ing of the word “Paris.” This is not 
the first time such an etymological 
discovery has been made, but nobody 
has ever hit upon a happie. solution, 
or one that pleases the Parisians bet- 
ter. “The cult of Isis,” says the Ru- 
manian professor, “passed from Faypt 
inte Greece, from ‘‘*, ce into Italy 
and thence into Gaul. The name of 
Paris therefore must be the me as 
Bar-is, meaning the bark of Isis, 
which was carried in processions in 
honor of the goddess by her priests. 
The emblem of Paris, .. hich is a ship, 
must be traced to this origin. Nothing 
more seductive and tic could have 
been said to please the Parisians. The 
trouble is to prove the thesis of M. 
Neuschetz, for when the Romans in- 
vaded Gaul they found on the spot 
where now the Boulevard St. Michel 
runs right through the Latin quarter a 
settlement of natives which they called 
Lutetia. The word Lutetia represents 
the Latin way of writing Loutouhezia, 
an old Basque word, which signifies 
a marshy stretch of land by th side 
of the river. And the word Pari is 
also to be found in the Basque. It 
means a wild duck, such as are fre-

THE TRUE GEORGIA DAY. 


A couple of inadvertent errors 
got into an article in our issue of 
Thursday last and we are indebted 
to John M. Graham, supreme court 
reporter, for pointing them out. 


It was stated that the legislature, 
in fixing the 12th of February as 
“Georgia Day” in honor of the 
landing of Oglethorpe and his col- 
ony on that day in 1733, was “in- 
fluenced largely by the fact that 
many other states observe the day 
as the anniversary of the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln.” The fact fs 
that Mr. Graham drew the “Georgia 
Day” law at the request of his wife, 
who, acting for the Georgia Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, 
procured its introduction in the 
senate by President John M. Slaton 
in 1909, and it was adopted that 
year. 


The fact is that no consideration 
was given by the legislature to the 
occurence of Lincoln’s birth on the 
12th of Feb¥uary, 1809. Only two 
states in the south—Kentucky in 
which state Lincoln was born, and 
Tennessee——have recognized the 
Gay of Lincoln’s birth as a legal 
holiday. Georgia, at least, has not 
taken official note of it even by im- 
plication. 

It was also stated that “‘histor- 
fans are confused as to the exact 
date’”’ of Oglethorpe’s landing, but 
the confusion is really in the minds 
of those who do not take into ac- 
count the change of the calendar 
from the “old style” to the new 
Gregorian which “was introduced 
‘im 1752. :

Frequently I get letters from young people who hunger for education 
and are unable to profit by the academic courses offered in the schools, 

“What must I do to be educated?” they cry. 

And all of them think of an education as a definite goal—like a col- 
lege degree or a seat in congress or a million dollars. 

But education is not a goal; it is a road to travel—a means to an 
end—a tool to use. : 

The dog that has learned to head sheep is educated, and the man 
who has learned to remove a gall sac is educated; but the dog ‘hasn’t 
learned as much as it can and the man has acquired but a drop from the 
vast sea of knowledge. 

Dr. Johnson compared learning to a feast where one man might get 
a little of this and another a little of that, but no man could hope to get 
all of everything. 

And Emerson, speaking of good books, said a man could spend his 
life in the great library of Paris, reading from dawn to dusk, and never 
get out of the first alcove. 

If the word “éducated” defined a definite achievement as the words 
“vaccinated” and “grown” and “buried” define something complete and 
final, the educated man would be one who had acquired the-whole sum 
of human knowledge. 

But time alone fixes a limit far short of that perfection, and since it 
is impossible for anybody to learn everything, the wise and profitable 
course would be to pursue a definite portion of knowledge. 

It is generally conceded that everybody should have sufficient gen- 
eral knowledge to understand the basic principles of science, to com- 
prehend and envision the history of the race, and to enjoy the arts. 

Given this much—which might be acquired in fewer years than now 
are devoted to high school—a man of sound sense would be free of super- 
Stitions and fears, would be able to vote and live intelligently, and would 
be able to appreciate the luxuries and refinements we call culture. * 

Thus equipped to live, he should limit his further education to,some 
oranch of knowledge that would enable him to justify lis living.

In short, he should learn a job—should acquire skill in some service 
the world needs and pays for. 

He must specialize, for one short life allows too littie time to learn 
one job perfectly; and if he acquires an outline of knowledge and learns

In my own modest, average ex- 
perience in hospital and private prac- 
tice I have seen a plain household 
doctor's share of diphtheria, both gen- 
uine and spurious, clinical and health 
department types. I have seen just 
one child die of diphtheria, and that 
child died, I believe, because her fa- 
ther refused to permit the administra- 
tion of the antidote. His motive is 
worthy of consideration by people who 
seek extenuation for neglecting to 1m- 
munize children. He knew of a case 
where antitoxin had been given to a 
child, and later that child had proved 
to be a moron—the man calted it 
I know the child is a happy, 
Of course antitoxin could have had 
nothing to do with the mentality of | 
the child in any case, but what a 
tragic fate the father’s wilful preju- 
dice led to. The «child might have 
died in spite of antitoxin, but I be- 
lieve her life could have been saved 
had the antidote been given. 

No one knows how long the im- 
munity conferred by toxin-antitoxiu 
lasts, but probably a sufficient de- 
gree of immunity lasts long enough to 


earry the child through the most dan- | 


gerous period, namely, from the age 
of 6 months to the age of 15 years. 
After that the danger from diphtheria 
is comparatively slight. 

Immunity does not develop immedi- 
ately following the administration of 
the toxin-antitoxin; it requires several! 
weeks, perhaps two or three months, 
to develop. So we must count on this 
period when planning to protect chil- 
dren. Where a dose of antitoxin is 
given, of course that confers complete 
immunity immediately, but it is effec- 
tive only for the emergency and not 
for a period of years. 

It is well recognized that even the 
minute quantity of horse serum in the 
toxin‘antitoxin used for immunizing 
children against diphtheria may induce 
very disagreeable or even a dangerous 
reaction within a few minutes, such as 
hives or an astmatic state, if the in- 
dividual has previously received any 
kind of horse serum, In order to ob- 
viate this, health departments now pro- 
vide toxin-antitoxin made with goat 
serum, and this has done away with 
the danger of reaction to horse serum.

In industry and distributive trade 
the tendency is toward improvement, 
but there are some manufacturers who 
continue to complain that the margin 
of profit is negligible and some dis- 
tributors who insist that production 
is permanently in excess of consump- 
tion. 


The only article of which this seems 
to be undoubtedly true is copper. In 
the past a price of more than 18 
cents for copper has. always brought 
trouble to the copper producers, and 
it remains to be seen whether those 
who are in charge of the market for 
this essential commodity will be able 
to maintain it at the present level 
without adding further to stocks 
which at the end of January were the 
largest in nearly eight years. 

In the. United States the steel in- 
dustry is getting back to a condition 
of undoubted prosperity; its output is 
still increasing and its orders are ex- 
ceeding shipments. Automobile pro- 
duction has increased more _ rapidly 
than had been expected but the manu- 


facturers will proceed with more or 
less caution until they find out how 
many cars they can sell this spring. 
The export demand for motors is as 
gratifying as it is surprising. The 
textile industries are not yet increas- 
ing their output much, but they are 
selling more goods whenever firmness 
of raw material prices creates confi- 
dence among buyers. 

The naval arms conference in Lon- 
don continues to issue bulletins that 
are more or less confusing, but there 
are not many Americans who care 
much how disarmament is accomplish- 
ed. What they want and what they 
believe in is an-aceeptance of a prin- 
ciple that will diminish the proba- 
bility of future wars, and: the con- 
ferees in London seem to be making 
progress toward this end. Its delib- 
erations are, however, so well guarded 
that the meagre reports issued pro- 
voke impatience, and cause a shudder 
amongst those who contemplate what 
another world war would mean. 

Such a thought is so horrible that 
it seems almost unthinkable that any 
method to prevent another conflict 
should be rejected, and for this rea- 
son most of the presently inarticulate 
statesmen of the world are. confident 
that we shall enter upon a new 
millennium with the adjournment of 
the London naval arms conference.
